Is their duty to evaluate all 
operational and strategic, in- 
telllgence.recelved in Whitehall 
and present their conclusions

By means of the Joint Intelli¬ 
gence machine, the aircraft 
and navgi strengths and orders 
of battle of all the Middle 
Eastern States are kept under 
review from minute to minute, 
and a watch Is also kept for any 
sign of expansion of the con¬ 
flict outside the Mediterranean. 

Today those chiefly Respons¬ 
ible for an accurate picture, 
and thus, for the earliest pos¬ 
sible cessation of hostilities, are 
the Director of Naval Intelli¬ 
gence, Rear Admiral J. G. T.

The Cardinal bequeathed the 
memoirs to the Turenne Family 
In whose muniment room ‘they 
lay burled ' until, 270 . years 
later, Muir; and Randall un¬ 
earthed them.. Randall nego¬ 
tiated their purchase, In 
exchange -for re-leading the 
roof of the Turenne chateau, 
by Indiana University.
